By Ace Manley 

Director, Big Bromley Skt School 


The kickturn is a complete change of direc- 
tion from a standstill, It is the fastest way fora 


skier to turn around in a stationary position. 


If he is on. a slope, the skier stands with skis 
horizontal to the Slope. With skis parallel, both 
poles are placed in front of the skier at almost 
arms’ length. 


One ski, in this case the downhill ski, is 
kicked forward and up in the air until the ‘tail 
of the ski is set in the snow near the Up of the 
uphill ski, Without any hesitation, the downhill 
ski is pivoted downhill and swung around be- 
hind the skier fo face the tail of the uphill ski, 


Meanwhile, the downhill pole has been planted 
in the new uphill position, 


As the uphill pole is then brought to a full 
arms’ Iength on the downhill side, the original 
uphill ski, in one quick motion, is swung around 
flat and placed in parallel position with the 
original downhill ski,
